Here Bort refers to Diamond as Nii-chan, which is an affectionate 
nickname for an older sibling. All the other gems already refer to 
Diamond by the nickname Dia, so the translators attempted to 
indicate the closeness of their relationship with a new nickname, 
Didi. This name may sound a little cuter than one might expect 
from someone like Bort, but to a Japanese reader, so would Nii-chan. 

ALEXANDRITE'S HAIR page 1,8 

The mineral alexandrite is known for the alexandrite effect, which 
causes the gem to change color depending on the lighting in its 
vicinity. It varies depending on the variety, but generally the stone 
appears green or blue-green in natural daylight, but becomes red in 
incandescent light. Whether or not Alexi's color change has anything 
to do with the light emitted from Lunarians has yet to be revealed.

Kongo-sensei appears to address this Lunarian with the Japanese 
word shiro, meaning “white.” Colors are common names for pets in 
any language, but the true meaning behind Sensei's word remains 
unclear.

Cinnabar found the last piece of Shiro, making the total number of 
pieces 108. This particular number has some significance in many 
Asian cultures. The Japanese reader may recognize it as the number 
of times the bell rings at Buddhist temples on New Year's Eve. Some 
people believe that each ring can purify the hearer's heart of one of 
the 108 worldly desires. According to Buddhism, 108 is also the num¬ 
ber of feelings a person can experience, calculated by multiplying 
the six senses (taste, touch, smell, hearing, sight, and consciousness)
